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Burundi expels 12 missionaries 


BUJUMBURA. Burundi, June ! (R)--The central African state 
of Burundi today expelled 1- foreign missionaries accused of 
mating rebellion against the military government of President 
Jean -Baptiste Bagaza. Some left the capital of Bujumbura today 
and others will leave tomorrow. The government accused the 
missionaries of inciting young Burundians to flee the country with 
warnings that civil war was about to erupt. They were also alleged 
to have distributed leaflets in some parishes inciting the popu- 
lation to rise up in revolt. Five of the missionaries were Italian, 
two Spanish, one Canadian, one French, two Belgians and one 
American. Informed sources in Brussels said eight of the mis- 
sionaries. including two Belgians, were put on this morning s 
flight, vo the Belgian capital.

rezhnev ‘fully prepared’ 
for summit with Carter 
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BUDAPEST. June 1 (R)-Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev said 
today he w;us fully prepared for 
"active and constructive dialo- 
gue" with President Cancr in 
Vienna on June 15. He also said 
the Soviet Union was ready for 
talks with China "if the Chinese 
side really shows signs of sob- 
riety." 

Mr. Brezhnev was making a 
statement on Hungarian Tele- 
vision at the end of a three-day 
visit to Budapest. 

"We continue to hold the view- 
that the forthcoming Soviet- 
A me r ican meeting at the highest 
level can promote general rela- 
tions between the two countries, 
improving thereby the entire 
international atmosphere," he 
declared. 

•*We arc going to Vienna fully 
prepared for an active and con- 


structive dialogue and wc hope 
that the American side will also 
have a similar approach." he said. 

Answering ,i Chinese offer of 
talks to improve Pcking-Moscow 
relations. Mr. Brezhnev said:" We 
are ready to give serious and posi- 
tive consideration to the issue of 
resuming Sovict-Chincse talks. 

"We have suggested to the 
Chinese more than once to reach 
agreement on normalising our 
relations and to divert them to a 
channel of good-neighbourliness. 

**We are ready for this even at 
this moment, but obviously not at 
the cost of the interests of third 
countries. 

“ If the Chinese side really 
shows signs of sobriety, our 
response will be forthcoming."

He added: "China, which vitally 
needs peace for solving its own 
domestic problems, has become a 
serious source of the danger of 
war." 

On cast-west relations, Mr. 
Brezhnev called for "consistent, 
realistic measures to stave off 
everything that can cause the con- 
flagration of war." 

He also repeated Soviet bloc 
demands for an all-European con- 
ference to counter the risk of 
militaiy confrontation. 

•‘Europe, which once began the 
process of political relaxation, is 
capable and obliged to set an 
example in the achievement of 
military detente too,” he said. 

The Soviet leader said dis- 
armament was a key question in 
preparations he was making for 
his meeting with Mr. Carter. 

He described the new strategic 
arms limitation (SALT) agree- 
ment to he signed in Vienna as the 
"biggest step ever taken in the 
interests of curbing the nuclear 
armaments race." 

The Soviet president ended 
brief talks with Hungarian leaders 
today, and both sides announced 
"total agreement.” 

The ailing 72-vear-old pres- 
ident had two announced working 
sessions with Communist Party 
leader Janos Radar and other 
members of Hungary’s 15- 
member Pcnitburo during a 
relaxed three-day visit here. 

Hungarian sources said the 
talks were kept short to avoid 
undue strain for Mr. Brezhnev. 

The MTI news agency, releas- 
ing a joint statement, said major 
international issues and bilateral 
relations were discussed. The talks 
showed "total and mutual agree- 
ment and indentity of views." 

Mr. Brezhnev and Mr. Kadar 
signed n joint declaration, to be 
made public tomorrow. 


U.S. diplomat 
beaten in Beirut 

BF.IRUT. June I (AP)-An 
American diplomat has been 
beaten up and hit L’.S. embassy 
car stolen by two unknown 
gunmen in Beirut, U.S.» 
emhassv spokesman Boutos 
Malck said today. He said 
Chester McEIHoe, the 
embassy's budget and fiscal 
officer, was attacked when he 
emerged from a restaurant 
Wednesday evening. 

One gunman hit Mr. 
McFlhoc with a pistol butt on 
the head while the other broke 
open the car's door. Both 
assailants then sped away. The 
diplomat returned to the 
restaurant and rang the 
embassy, the spokesman said. 
The embassy marine guards 
rushed ti> the restaurant and 
look the diplomat home. His 
injury was minor, the spokes- 
man added. 

Saudi Arabia tells 
oil refineries not 
to sell oil to Egypt 

TOKYO. June I (Rl—Saudi 
Arabia has told Japanese oil 
refineries which imports its oil on 
contract not hi resell it to Egypt, 
industry sources said today. 

They said Saudi Arabia was 
believed to have sent similar 
notices to West European coun- 
tries. 

But Japanese refineries, includ- 
ing Mitsubishi Oil and Fuji Oil 
which import oil from Saudi 
Arabia, sell virtually no oil pro- 
ducts lo Egypt anyway, they said. 

The Saudi Arabian step is 
believed to be pari of Arab 
economic sanctions against Egypt 
because of its pact with Israel. 

The Saudis are expected to 
emphasise their stand acanisi’the 
reselling ot oil to Egypt'at a con- 
ference of the Organisation of 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OPEC) later this month. 


In 48rhour ultimatum to central government 

Iranian Arabs demand 
governor’s prosecution 


KHORRAMSHAHR, Iran, June 1 
( Agencies )— Militant Arabs issued a 
48-hour ultimatum tonight to Iran's 
central government, demanding the 
prosecution of the governor-general 


of oil-rich Khuzestan province and the 
disarming of the government's 
revolutionary guards following three 
days of bloody clashes. 


The Arabs did not specify what 
they would do if the government 
ignored their demand-, but 
warned that the government 
would he responsible for any 
“consequences." The demands 
were issued by i 0,000 Arabs 
meeting at the Imam Sadegh mos- 
que after new outbreaks of vio- 
lence in the nation's largest port. 

In a 12-potnt declaration, they 
demanded that rhe governor- 
general. Rear Adm. Ahmad 
Madani, be sacked and prosecuted 
for the deaths of Arab demon- 
strators in recent days. They also 
demanded an end to dis- 
crimination against Iranian ethnic 
minorities and asked that Shritc 
Muslims around the world declare 
their position on the Khor- 
ramshahr fighting. 

Arabs denouncing the violence 
of recent days and demanding the 
return of their dead marched 
angrily today through the streets 
of Khorramshahr. sparking new- 
shooting and casualties in the city. 
On Wednesday. Arab guerrillas 
failed in an attempt to take the city 
over. 

Revolutionary guards sup- 
porting the central Iranian gov- 
ernment in Tehran opened fire 
from sandbagged rooftop pos- 
itions on Arab demonstrators this 
morning.

U.S., EEC fail to block 
UNCTAD Palestine move 

MANILA, June l (RF- The United States and the European 
Economic Community tonight failed to block a controversial resol- 
ution calling for the United Nations Conference on Trade and 
Development (UNCTAD) to study the situation in Palestine and 
southern Africa. 

Despite active EEC and U.S. lobbying over the past few days to get 
withdrawal of the resolution, sponsored by the Arab countries, the 
Americans had to force the issue to the vote when developing coun- 
tries insisted on it going forward. 

The 159-nation conference finally adopted it by 91 votes to 16, 
with 14 abstentions. 

The resolution, inspired by the Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PL0). called for UNCTAD studies of the situation in Palestine. 
Namibia (South West Africa). South Africa and Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia, referring to them as either under colonial domination or 
foreign occupation. It said the studies should be conducted in col- 
Tahnratron with their respective national liberation organisations. 

After the vote, both the United States and the EEC explained they 
were against the resolution because they considered it introduced 
politics into an economic forum. 

Expressing deep regret at its introduction, American delegate 
Charles Meissner described the resolution as "an unfortunate inter- 
ruption of the negotiations." 

*■ It is especially unfortunate when so- much important progress has 
been made toward the objective of achieving a just peace in the 
Middle East and when talks have now started on autonomy for the 
West Bank and the Gaza Strip." Mr. Meissier added. 

France spoke against the resolution on behalf of the EEC while 
Bulgaria spoke in its favour for the eastern bloc countries. 

Syria said the resolution was justified because of "discriminatory 
practices of racist Zionism against the Arab people of Palestine and 
bearing in mind the racist practises to which certain peoples in Africa 
arc exposed."

The demonstrators gathered 
outside a local government office, 
telling foreign newsmen that 
revolutionary guards had been kil- 
ling Arabs indiscriminately. The 
crowd demanded the return of 
bodies of Arabs killed in this 
week’s fighting. 

The crowd started marching 
sifter several minutes toward the 
city's main mosque chanting all 
the while, "we are also Muslims. 
Why are you killing us? Give us- 
our dead.” 

Revolutionary’ guards, their 
faces hidden by white masks, 
abandoned sandbag barricades as 
• the crowd approached. The 
demonstrators swept in. demol- 
ishing the barricades as they 
passed. 

But at the next crossroads, a vol- 
ley of firing broke out from 
revolutionary guards in rooftop 
positions. 

State radio said the demon- 
strators bad intended to attack a 
revolutionary committee head- 
quarters at the Jameh Mosque. It 
made no mention of casualties. 

After the shooting, the first 
wave of demonstrators dispersed" 
into a maze of narrow alleys in the 
adjacent Chummeh quarter of 
town, a collection of dismal, 
closely-packed, tiny mud huts 
where most of the Arabs of the 
town live. 

An hour later, more than 1 ,000 
Arabs arrived in Khorramshahr 
from the nearby city of Abdan, 
site of the world's largest oil refin- 
ery. A second and third wave of 
demonstrators then formed and 
marched along the same route. 
This time, guards let them pass 
and guard officers ordered over 
loudspeakers that there be no 
shooting.. . 

The several thousand demon- 
strators eventually congregated 
around the main Arab mosque for 
prayers and to hear speeches from 
religious leaders. 

Meanwhile, the spiritual leader 
of Iran’s Arab minority today 
accused the government of trying 
to punish his followers and dep- 
rive them of their national rights. 

The charge by Sheikh 
Mohammed Taher Al Shobeir 
Khaghani came on the third day of 
fighting between Arabs and pro- 
grovemment forces in which the 
death toll has ranged from an offi- 
cial 23 dead to Arab reports of up 
to 200.

The Communists have said they will go 
into opposition and refuse to support the 
government unless they are given cabinet 
posts. 

A frequent Communist complaint, has 
been: ‘‘They don't want us in the gov- 
ernment, they don't want us in opposition. 
What on earth do they want?" 


A complicating factor for the Christian 
Democrats is the position -taken by the 
third-placed Socialist Party, which has said 
it would throw its full support for a full 
five-year parliament behind a new gov- 
ernment including the Socialists. But as a 
price. Socialist leader Betlino Craxi has 
demanded "full equality of treatment" in a 
new cabiner, even though the Christian 
Democrats are likely to be at least three 
rimes bigger than the Socialists in par- 
liament. 

If after long consultations the only sol- 
ution apart from another election is a fresh 
parliamentary pact including the Com- 
munists, Mr. Andreotti hopes he will be 
chosen to lead iL 

A new parliament will be convened on 
June 20 to elect presidents of the Senate 
and Chamber of Deputies and Mr. 
Andreoni will formally resign from his 
caretaker role soon afterwards. President 
Sandro Pertini will then consult party lead- 
ers and ask one to try to form a new gov- 
ernment 

In the meantime, Mr. Andreotti win stay 
on as caretaker premier. He will attend the 
Tokyo economic summit with President 
Carter and other western leaders on June 
28-29.

Speaking to reporters squatting 
on the floor of his home, he said 
planes and helicopters had bom- 
barded the villages yesterday and 
at dawn today but that he had no 
further details. 

His aides named the villages as 
Sarhanich and Khcyhem — both 
near the Iraqi border — and Sad- 
dastgah. Abara Hafar and 
Kutscheh. 

The Ayatollah dismissed 
reports of possible Iraqi help for 
the Arab minority in the present 
conflict as propaganda by the ’■gov- 
ernment side. Iran's "Voice of the 
Islamic Republic" radio last night 
said the, Iraqis had moved troops 
near the border and that Iraqi 
military helicopters were carrying 
out reconnaissance flights on their 
side of the frontier. 

Baghdad Radio today denied 
that Iraq was moving troops into 
the border area. The commander 
of the Khorramshahr naval base, 
Captain Hassan Naha’i. whose 
force has the task of patrolling the 
Shatt-el-Arab River between the 
five countries, said there had been 
no incident along the border since 
fighting began. He denied reports 
that Iraqi soldiers in civilian dress 
were fighting alongside the Ira- 
nian Arabs. 

The Ayaiollah. who said ihe 
government had so far not 
responded to his call for a cease- 
fire. argued that the Arabs only 
wanted autonomy . just like the 
Kurdish tribes further to the north 
along the Iraqi border. 

The official radio today 
reported incidents in the major oil 
town of Ahwaz. 120 kilometres 
north of here. It said pro- Arab 
demonstrators had attacked shops 
and cars and set fire to a petrol 
station. The report gave no other 
details. 

Three military officers and a 
sergeant were executed today in 
the northwest Iranian city of Tab- 
riz and the northeastern city of 
Mashad on charges of murder, the 
state radio reported. The deaths 
brought to 247 the number of 
people executed by revolutionary 
courts since February. 

U.N.- arranged 
truce holds in 
south Lebanon 

BEIRUT, June 1 (R)-- Relative 
calm returned to southern Leba- 
non today after an unofficial 
ceasefire halted five days of artil- 
lery duels between Palestinian 
commandos and Israeli-backed 
rightist militias. 

A United Nations official said 
the truce, which had been 
arranged by U.N. peacekeeping 
troops yesterday, appeared to be 
holding. 

The state-run Beirut Radio 
reported sporadic shelling in the 
border region near Israel during 
the night, but said it had stopped 
at dawn. 

The radio said Israeli gunboats 
had been seen off the southern 
coast, but they did not open fire. 
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Come clean 


IN A PERVERSE wav. the Egyptian-l'.S. -Israeli "peace 
process" has sen cJ to keepalive the Palestinian issue that 
is at the core of the Arab-lsraeli dispute. It has done this 
not b> setting out to satisly the Palestinians' rightful 
demand for their own homeland, but b> threatening to 
'liquidate their rights and their aspirations once and for all. 

Whether the U.S. intended this from the outset, or has 
come subsequently to accept the incurability, possibly 
even (from its present point ot view) the desirability, of 
such a consequence is a matter for speculation. 

But now is the time, before the lalkson Israel's plans for 
Palestinian "autonomy" go any further, tor the L.S. to 
decide and declare what its position really is. 

So far. the signals are confuting. Certain positive con- 
clusions about the American position may be deduced from 
Mr. Cy rus V ance's remarks at Beersheba a week ago: at the 
same time, however, the tentativeness of his language in 
approaching this vital matter left considerable room for 
doubt. 

A lew days later. President Carter reiterated that the 
U.S. had never supported, and did not now support, the 
idea ol a Palestinian state, which he said would be a "des- 
tabilising element" in the Middle East. 

Subsequently, there has bew*n an even more dis- 
heartening utterance from Mr. Carter, to the effect that 
"because some Arabs, some Palestinians, are filled wiih 
hatred and commit themselves publicly to boycotts and 
terrorism, there is an unuillingncv' to address the basic 
problem of the Palestinian refugee in an open and com- 
passionate and concerned wav." 

Leaving aside for the moment the extremely offensive 
first part of that unfortunate statement, we must say to Mr. 
Carter that the Palestinians do indeed want to he dealt with 
in an "open and compassionate and concerned wav ." but us 
people with inalienable national and human rights, and not 
as refugee? barred eternally from their God -given home- 
land. 

What is it about the Palestinians which, m American 
and other Western eyes, gives them only two options: to 
live under alien domination and military occupation in 
their own land, or as refugees outside that land? 

If the U.S. contemplates a Palestinian "solution" in 
which two-thirds of the Palestinians are somehow to be 
preserved in diaspora and alienation, while Israel com- 
pletes the subjugation of the other third by annexing the 
rest of Palestine and giving its residents “autonomy", then 
Mr. Carter had better say so now. to save everyone, himself 
included, a lot of auom later on. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RAM FRIDAY REFUTES allegations by Israeli defence 
minister E/.er Wcixman that the Jews have a histone right to "all 
of Palestine up to the River Jordan." The paper says that the 
Torah, which the Israeli government uses as a source of inspi- 
ration. does not mention that "the Hebrews descended from 
Jacob at any time inhabited the whole land of Palestine." 

Rejecting the l 1 7 Balfour Declaration which the Israeli war 
minister uses to justify the Jew ish right to Palestine, the paper says 
that Britain, which hud a mandate in Palestine, did not have the 
right to disfiose of the land of Palestine in such a way as to give 
away to the Jewish people. 

Tlie paper further refutes Wei/nian's justification using the 
l g 47 U.N. resol mum IM. giving the Jews the right to establish 
their state in Palestine, and says that he should have read the 
details ol the same resolution which calls for the partition ol 
Palestine into two states, one Jewish and «me Palestinian. 

Israel, the paper continues, has succeeded in propagating its 
"inverted logic" which is bused on the logic ol power while, on the 
other hand, the Arabs lack the strength to secure their "legitimate 
rights." 

The Arjbs have got to realise that "national rights'" cannot be 
regarded as such by the United Nations, unless they have the 
strength to secure and maintain them, the paper concludes. 

AL DUS TO UR lauds the NATO statement issued yesterday 
recognising the rights of the Palestinians and calling tor their 
participation in drawing up a comprehensive settlement in the 
urea. 

Praising the statement lor not considering the Egvptian- 
Isracli treaty a suitable step toward a just and comprehensive 
settlement in the Middle East, the paper says that the NATO 
statement opposes the negotiations on self-rule "going on behind 
the backs of the Palestinians." 

The paper also praises the stand of the European states, 
particularly France, for issuing the statement supporting the rights 
ot the Palestinians, and ■says that the fact that Washington signed 
the document, necessitates that it put an end to the farce of 
negotiations' on self-rule and refrain from interfering in the affairs 
of the Palestinians and objecting to their representatives (the 
PLO I. so that Palestinians may be able to participate in drawing 
up and implementing a comprehensive settlement under U.N. 
auspices and based on Security Council resolutions. 

Finally, the paper asks if the United Slates will continue to take 
"the Camp David approach."’ rejected by all the world, or if it will 
respect the NATO document it signed which recognises the rights 
of Palestinians?

Now 37 and swollen to 250 
pounds 1115 kilograms), the three-times champion is a parody of 
himself when he dons boxing gloves for exhibition bouts, but his 
ready u it when he picks up the microphone sends the devotees home 
happy. 

The Ali circus stopped at London's plushRoyal Albert Hall this 
week to perform for British fans whom he has always credited with 
being loyal, even during the political troubles over his refusal to sen e 
in the United Stales army during the Vietnam war. The SGdavtourof 
Europe takes him to 1 7 cities, allowing him to box a little, talk a great 
deal, sign autographs and endorse commercial products.

European Youth Football Championships 


VIENNA. June 1 (R) -- England favourites to win the European 
Football Union (UEFAJ youth soccer championships crashed to a 
shock 1-0 de'fear against Bulgaria in the semifinals here yesterday, 
missing a penalty 10 minutes from time. In the other semifinal 
Yugoslavia crushed France 3-0. England, who had the best record of 
all 16 teams after the first three rounds, fought hard against the 
skillful Bulgarians, but there was no score at half-time. Just after the 
re-start Kurdov scored rhe decisive goal. In the 80th minute England 
should have' equalised when they were awarded a penalty, but Clive 
Allan's shot hit the bar. In the other game France, who slammed 
Belgium 5-1 on the first day of the competition, were completely 
outplayed by the swift Yugoslavs. The first goal came after six 
minutes, from Mehmed Bazdarcvic. one of the outstanding players of 
the match, and Zdravko Cakulic added a second before the interval. 
Four minutes later Cakalic scored again to make it 3-0 and put the 
match out of France's reach. B ulgaria and Yugoslavia will meet in the 
final tomorrow. England and France will play off for third place. 


Bjorn Borg makes bid for French Open 


PARIS, June I (R> — Bjom Borg of Sweden today takes the third 
step of his bid to retain the French Open tennis title when he plays 
Ray Moore of South Africa. The Swedish world champion has con- 
ceded a set in each of his first two rounds and seems to be below his 
best. By contrast Jimmy Connors, the American number two seed, 
has been in impeccable form, winning his first two games in straight 
sets. Borg has said he is suffering from tiredness after a 10-day layoff 
because of a groin injury. The Swede has come through poor early 
rounds to win before and today will have a chance to re-capture his 
sparkle against Ray Moore. 


Cricket World Cup Tournament 

BIRMINGHAM. June 1 (R)- East Africa virtually assured them- 
selves a place in the semifinals of the Cricket World Cup qualifying 
tournament when they overcame both Singapore and the weather to 
go to the top of Group One yesterday. Continued heavy rain wiped 
out all yesterday's slx matches, but it relented long enough for East 
Africa to force an exciting victory. Singapore were restricted to 131 
for nine in their 60 overs on a fine innings of 38 by Jawahir Nathoo 
Shah steered East Africa home with five wickets and four overs to 
spare. Play was finally possible in the vital Group Three match 
between Holland and Sri Lanka, despite earlier fears that it would 
also fall victim to the appalling weather. Sri Lanka, thanks to a fine 5 1 
by wicketkeeper Rohan D'uieep Mendis made 212 for eight and 
Holland were two for no wicket off 2.2 overs when play finished. The 
two finalists in the qualifying group will join England.

Zimbabwe Rhodesia born 
quietly, but faces an 

early life of difficulties 


SALISBURY, June 1, (R)-The new 
black-dominated state of Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia was established with a 
minimum of ceremony last night, but 


A large yellow crescent moon 
hung over Salisbury as white- 
minority rule ended. The main!) 
black government took over 
quietly, without fireworks or fur- 
ore. no ceremony . no official 
celebrations, no pomp and little 
circumstance. 

The quiet birth of the stale led 
by Bishop Abel Muzorewa ended 
8? years of white domination in 
the rebel British culnny 

But black nationalist guerrillas 
have sworn to fight the new 
administration of Prime Minister 
Muzorcvva as relentlessly as they 
did the former minority white 
regime and celebrations by blacks 
in the capital of Salisbury were 
muted. 

The guerrillas hjv e branded the 
Muzorewa government as white 
rule behind a black facade. 

Ian Smith, who bowed out of 
the premiership with a televised 
news conference yesterday, said 
he believed black power had come 
too soon, but he added he was con- 
fident about the future. 

Three years ago Mr. Smith, who 
is minister without portfolio in 
Bishop Muzorewa's new gov- 
ern menr. said there would be no 
black rule in Rhodesia for a 
thousand years. 

The bishop was taking over Mr. 
Smith's office this morning and 
shortly afterwards his bi racial 
coalition cabinet was to be sworn 
in. 

The cabinet, which will take the 
oath of office before black Pres- 
ident Josiah Gumede. includes I 6 
minister* from the bishop's 
United African National Council, 
which won an overwhelming vic- 
tory at last month's ceneral elec- 


tion. 

Another black party, the 
United National Federal Party., 
has two cabinet places and the 
white Rhodesian Front, which has 
ruled since before the unilateral 
declaration of independence from 
Britain in IV»65. has five seats. 

Bishop Muzorcvva. a slightly- 
built 54-year-old. has promised to 
follow a pragmatic policy with his 
main priorities lying in ending the 
bush war. keeping his people well 
led and maintaining close ties with 
Africa's now sole remaining 
white-dominaied nation.

El Salvador militants 
free hostages, leave 

SAN SALVADOR. June !.(Rj - Lettist militants nf the Popiilai 
Revolutionary Bloc i BPR » ended their occupation of the French and 

V enezuelan embassies here today and freed their hostages. 

Among the five hostages freed from the French embassy was 

Ambassador Michel Dondenne. who told Reutrcs before boarding a 
car from the building: "f am going home with my people and they 
(the militants! arc going to Panama.” 

The embassy occupations, which began exactly four weeks ago. 
ended at 1 2 :10 p.m. (1810 GMT). A tourist bus ferried the militants 
to the airport under strong police escort. 

As they boarded the bus'the leftists waved to spectators, who then 
broke through a police cordon to shake their hands. The leftists 
cheered "lorward. !orward...the fight will continue” and raised 
clenched lists. They wore red-and-yellow masks, the colours of their 
movement. 

The militants were to have ended their occupation yesterday but 
this was postponed because of a delay in the arrival of a Panamanian 
air force plane. 

The hostages had been held in the French embassy, taken over on 
May 4. the same day the Costa Rican embassy was seized. The 
hostages taken in the Costa Rican embassy escaped four days later 
and the militants were given safe conduct out of the country. The 

V enezuelan embassy was occupied on May 1 1. The eight hostages 
taken there escaped nine days later. 

There were 16 militants in the French embassy and nine in the 
Venezuelan. They evidently dropped their demand that three of their 
leaders be freed from jail, the military -backed government of Pres- 
ident Carlos Humberto Romero claims the three are not being held. 

Bli»c members also had occupied several churches in the country, 
including the Metropolitan Cathedral in the capital. The militants 
abandoned the churches on May 24 when the government imposed a 
state of siege, a form of martial law . after Popular Liberation Forces 
guerrillas assassinated Education Minister Carlos Antonio Herrera 
Re bo No.

Vance in Madrid 
amid rumours of 
bid to entice 
Spain into NATO 

MADRID. June 1 (R)-U.S. Sec- 
retary of State Cyrus Vance began 
a 2 2 -hour official visit to Madrid 
today amid widespread specu- 
lation that Washington is trying to 
pressure Spain into joining NATO 
quickly. 

Spanish commentators have 
noted that the Vance visit follows 
only two weeks after a trip to 
Spain by U.S. Defence Secretary 
Harold Brown. 

Mr. Brown briefed Spanish 
defence chiefs on last month’s 
NATO Defence Planning Com- 
mittee session in Brussels, a job 
normally done by a senior U.S. 
military officer, and also visited 
the big naval base at Rota near 
Cadiz which is used by the U.S. 
Navy. 

The ruling Union of the Demo- 
cratic Centre (UCD) party is on 
record as favouring Spanish mem- 
bership of NATO. But Prime 
Minister Adolfo Suarez, with 
whom Mr. Vance was having 
talks, has indicated that he is in no 
hurry to put the issue to par- 
liament. 

Spain's opposition socialists and 
communists are opposed to 
NATO membership and are 
expected to challenge the gov- 
ernment strongly on it. 

Diplomatic sources noted that 
Spain was hosting the third Euro- 
pean Security and Cooperation 
Conference next year. Given that 
both Warsaw Pact and NATO 
member states would be attend- 
ing. the Spanish government 
ought well wish to maintain a rela- 
tively neutral stance until the con- 
ference was over, thev said.

Iran’s ex- monarch said

MEXICO CITY. June 1 (R)-The 
Mexican government announced 
today it had agreed to grant the 
exiled Shah of Iran a tourist visa to 
visit Mexico. 

Foreign Minister Jorge Cas- 
taneda told a press conference the 
Shah was to have picked up his 
visa from the Mexican diplomatic 
mission in the Bahamas today. But 
it was not known if he did so or if 
he had already left. 

Mr. Castaneda said the Shah 
had no passport because it had 


been cancelled by the new pro- 
visional government in Tehran. 

Reports from- the Bahamas, 
where the Shah has been staying, 
said he waseither leaving there 
today for an -undisclosed des- 
tination or had already left. 

Last April. Mexico rejected a 
warning by the new Iranian gov- 
ernment that relations between 
both countries would suffer if the 
Shah was allowed to live in Mex- 
ico.

Malaysia tows 1 ,000 Viet 
‘boat people’ out to sea 

KUALA LUMPUR. June 1 (Rl.— Malaysian security forces towed 
vessels carrying more than 1.000 Vietnamese "boat people” out to 
sea today as a top Thailand official warned that over a million 
Indochinese refugees could arrive there next month. 

Malaysian police said the Vietnamese had taken shelter on the 
country's east coast last Monday but were asked to leave today after 
their boats had been repaired. 

The prediction of a \ ast new influx of refugees into Thailand came 
from the chief of staff of its military supreme command, genera! 
Saiyud Kerdphol. He told a meeting of the British chamber of com- 
merce in Bangkok that the refugees constituted Thailand's most 
serious security problem. He told the chamber; "We already have 
firm evidence of Communist spies and agents operating inside and 
out of refugee camps."

As Europe tightens its belt after 
the latest warnings of even steeper 
rises in oil prices, it can draw con- 
solation from the prospect that its 
uranium reserves may prove to be 
between twice and seven times as 
great as hitherto predicted. 

Between 300.000 and 
1.300.000 tonnes of precious 
mineral for nuclear fuel are now 
believed to be lying in untapped 
deposits. These reserves are 
described as "speculative res-- 
ources" by owner governments. 
Until now. European countries 
estimated that they were reason- 
ably assured of 88.400 tonnes of 
high-quality uranium. 

Additional resources were 
reckoned at 91.000 tonnes recov- 
erable at a cost below SI 30 per 
kilogramme. The estimates 
excluded 300.000 tonnes in the 
massive but low-grade Randstad 
shale deposit in Sweden. 

Now- the International Atomic 
Energy Agency and the Nuclear 
Energy Agency of the Organ- 
isation for Economic Cooperation 
and Development have completed 
a survey of "speculative 
resources” which could change 
Europe's energy outlook dramat- 
ically. 

If prospecting confirms the exis- 
tence and accessibility of these 
deposits. Europe would no longer 
need to fear the creation by its 
present suppliers of a uranium car- 
tel which could turn off the tap at 
will. 

The Common Market had a 
taste of this type of strong-arm 
treatment when President Carter 
put an embargo on deliveries of 
enriched uranium. But, since Feb- 
ruary. Europe can obtain this vital 
fuel for its nuclear reactors from 
its own enrichment plant. 
EURODIF. at Tricasrrin in the 
south of France.

The world's reasonably assured 
uranium reserves are estimated at 
1.6 million tonnes. About one- 
third of this amount belongs to the 
United States.

France 
can claim about 37.000 while 
none of its European neighbours 
has more than 2.000.

One of the world's 
tiniest continents may be able to 
provide its own nuclear energy 
without recourse to overseas sup- 
pliers. 

The two specialised agencies 
say that national governments 
have made their estimate of 
speculative resources by geolog- 
ical extrapolations.

lavia. Belgium. Greece. Ireland 
and Switzerland are classified as 
having only a limited potential. 

In Austria, mine development is 
in an advanced stage at Forstau 
and drilling is planned at the Mil- 
terberg copper mine to examine 
uranium mineralisation there. 

The Danes have not undertaken 
uranium exploration except in 
Greenland. Prospecting is being 


conducted there with airborne 
gamma-spectrometry. Over 
100.000 square kilometres have 
been covered in this manner. ■ 

West German industrial firms 
and government organisations are 
carrying out studies on geolog- 
ically favourable areas. At pre- 
sent. five mining companies are 
engaged in field exploration. 

In France, the prospecting work 
-of the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission (CEA)and its mining sub- 
sidiary COG EM A have been well 
rewarded. Current efforts are 
concentrated in the Massif Cen- 
tral. But N'EA and IAEA say 
there could be uranium around 
Paris and on the French Riviera. 

Italy is using helicopters for 
spectrometric survey in Sardinia 
and drilling is under way in Tren- 
tino to test the depth of mineral- 
isation. Norw ay is pushing on with 
systematic search for radioactive 
raw materials in a programme 
which began as long ago as 1954. 
The Portuguese are focusing their 
exploration on the Tagus basin 
and the Spaniards on those of the 
.Ebro. Duero and Tajo rivers. 

South-west England is con- 
sidered to offer the same pros- 
pects and Spain and Portugal since 
the geological setting is similar. 
Caledonian granites could also 
yield valuable quantities of 
uranium. 

It is likely that most of these 
resources will either not be dis- 
covered or brought into pro- 
duction until the first quarter of 
the 2 1st century. So present nuc- 
!ear power programmes cannot be • 
based on having this uranium 
available soon. 

However, this time scale could 
be shortened if the incentive to 
explore is strengthened. And this 
could be influenced by market 
prices, political upheavals and 
embargoes.
